THE SUPPLIES. 

Tbo eslimutcu aie finally pusscd. Thu 
Houao went to work yesterday more vigor 
ously than usual utitl sat from one o'clock 
till half-past night. The standing rules wore 
suspended, so as to adiuil the) estimates 
being pushod through, and thus navo Ihe 
oountry probahly a fortnight's nioic oxpeiisi! 
in the salaries tbat wero abolished. The 
inoet imporlunt vote yesterday was that in 
relation to the eoiiblrueliou ol a trunk road 
to Nanaimo. A Cow days ago the scheme 
had uiuny bitter opponenla in the House ; 
yestorday, howover, it passed whon the 
vole carao on, without a dissentient. This 
was as it should have been. Tho country 
wants opening up, tho (armors want land us 
well as water communication, and the poorer 
classes want employment. It wa3 not only, 
however, in thu matter ol the hunk road that 
the House showed itself alive to the pressing 
wants of the colony. The Saanich road bad 
55,500 voted font ; tho Burnsidfl road $3000; 
the Sookc road S3000 ; Motchosin, $3000 ; 
Oodar District, near Nanaimo, $lfiU0 ; anil 
rialt Spring Island, $C>00. Besides these there 
were Beveral mud items of tha previous day. 
Taken altoguther the amount voted lor public 
works of this character, including the H unk 
road, is 8-15,500. This, however, is not to be 
raised by taxation this yoar or the noxt ; tral 
paid for out of loans or exchequer bills, i he 
total amount to be raised by taxation the pres- 
ent year is $146 000, and this embraces the 
thirty thousand dollars for steam cornmuni 
cation. Last year the actual amount voted 
was considerably over double this sum and 
the yoar befoio it was almost as much again 
The amount sent down by the Executive the 
present year is $193,895. This, however, 
would have had to be supplemented by 
§21,000 for steam communication, as only 
39,000 are put down for this sum in 
tho estimates. Including the Htoatu project, 
therefore, tho Executive's demands would 
have beon 8215,000. Whon wo add to this the 
various new items, such as $1,500 additional 
for the flio departmeut, 30,000 for the hospital 
and several thousands voted for other r.eces» 
sury institutions, tho amount would have 
reached to between two hundred aud twenty 
and two hundred and thirty tnouaaud dol» 
lars to bo raised by taxation the present year. 
The retrenchment, therefore, has virtually 
been about eighty thousand dollars. Had it 
not been for the steam communication and 
tho necessity lor voting monies to relieve de- 
partments that were allowed to fall behind 
last year, we should have had but litllo over 
§100,000 to vote. As it is, howover, the 
" pruning knife" bus done its work, mid 
wo think wisely, ft is possible) that some 
of tho departments may feel a change at the 
outset of tho now order ol things, but things 
will quietly get into their groove, and Hie 
efficiency of the public sorvico will bo as 
good as ever.

Hut if money 
was to be spent on a road it should bo a good 
and serviceable ono (hear). There was a 
good deal of romunce in tho scheme, but at 
tbe same time much practicability. Money 
would have to bo spent in finding u way into 
tho country, and it was heller to do it now 
than hereafter (hear). He did not think the 
amount sufficient. It was more economical 
to spend moro money anil make a go^d road 
that could be travelled nil tho your round, nnd 
not have lo be constantly adding ami patching 
(boar). The amount asked was a mere trilic, 
and taking it altogether ho should not op- 
pose it. ( Hear, hear !) 

Mr. DeCosmos made a lew remarks rolat- 
itve to tho supposed difficulties to be encoun- 
tered between Coldstream and Oowiohan, 
and thanked ihe lion, gentleman for his 
support. 

The resolution of Mr. DeCosmos was put 
and carriod. 

Maple Bay to Wharf— $500. 

Mr. Dennes spoke in favor of the item. 

Dr. l'owoll opposed it, and the item was 
expunged 

Mr. Curswell moved that a sum of S3000 
be spoilt on a road to tho Sooko Sawmill, via 
tho lower sido of tho harbor, and a bridge 
across tho Sooke River, not to bo raised out 
of taxes.

ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

Kokesailah Bridge, Cowiohan, 31,100. 

Mr. DeCosmos said ho had a resolution 10/ 
oiler upon which ho would remark that lie 
had obtained from tho Acting Surveyor 
General an estimate of the oost of construct- 
ing a road from Victoria to Nunuimo via 
Sayward's Mill, Cowiohan ; from Victoria 
to Snywnrd's Mill, the cost would bo 89,700, 
and Iroui thence to Nanaimo, S14.U00, and it 
would bring Cowiohan ns near iho cily 
us North Suani?'- : thia road would em- 
brace the Kok SaiUh bridgo and ob- 
viate the nece.-siiy of the item in tho esti- 
niaies, he (Mr. DeCosmos) said he had 
truvelled over the entire route, and would 
say that no moro lertile cr line agri- 
cultural land could be found than parts of it 
presented ; there wus no engineering dilli- 
0(1 1 ty to overcome, the highest grado would 
not exceed one fool in twenty. The build- 
ing of this road would i-pen up the country 
between Victoria and Nanaimo- Stoam 
Communication would not be necessary "vbon 
this road imis completed, as thero would be 
a daily stage, uud tho people in Nanaimo 
would read the daily papers : ho (Mr- De- 
Cosmos) would not propose lo have this road 
built out of iho tuxes of the present year, 
nor the next, but would spread tho cost over 
several year-, and would raise money by 
loan or exchequer bills. He would move 

"That a Wagon Road, twelve foet wide, 
with the necessary corduroying and bridging, 
be oonsliuoted as early as possible during tbe 
present year between Coldstream and Say- 
wuid'a Sawmill at Bbnwnignn, and thence to 
Nanaimo ; such line of road to bo built so aa 
to accommodate as fat as possible tho inter- 
vening agricultural districts, and that the 
sum of 325,000 bu voted for that purpose ; — 
That the expenditure for such road bo not 
raised by taxation during tho present year, 
but from funds raised by a loan or bonds not 
payable until the expiration ol livo or moro 
years, or by issuing exchequer bills drawing 
interest." 

Mr. Dennes came prepared to oppose this 
motion, but after the statement of the mover 
he would second it. 

Mr. Cunningham spoke in favor of tho ne- 
cessity of the road. It ought to have been 
made long ago. He had seen u grout deal 
of the country and believed there was land 
enough— good land, loo — bolweerj Victoria 
and Nanaimo to support 100,000 people, 
Hitherto tho country had depended on Ibe 
uncertainties and fluctuations of tho gold 
mines, and when those fell oil the reaction 
lollowed. It was time that other resources 
were opened. 

Mr. Duncan wns opposed to tho measure 
on the ground of its running tho country too 
deeply into debt. It was practicable but 
ruinous. It was disastrous to uvon old coun- 
tries lo got into debt. England wns culled 
upim almost lo cripple herself lo pay the in- 
terest on her debt, and we should bo in a 
much worse condition. In a year or two 
wdien times would be more prosperous, wo 
might incur the liability with safety. 

Mr. MoCiiiio said the hon. gentleman who 
had sal down told ihem in one breath that 
thu scheme is ruinous, and in anothor that it ) 
would be all very well iu two oi three years. 
Tho resolution did not propose to pay for it 
for five years ; in tho moan timo B good 
wagon roud would bo in existence. To biing 
up the national debt ol England, which wns 
incurred not to develop the agricultural ro 
sources of tho country, but for carrying on 
devastating wan that did the country no good 
mado him question thu views of the lion, gen- 
Hainan on political economy. 

Dr. Helmcken said it was bis fa to uguiti, 
he supposed, to bo in the iniuority. He al« 



to connect with tho mail steam route. Tho 
amount not to be taised by taxation. Carried. 

Dr. Dickson moved that the sumol S-500, 
to be raised in a nimilur manner, bo ap- 
propriated for tho Saanicb Road iu hake 
District, which was carried. 

Dr. Helmcken moved that 83000 be ex- 
pended on the Metchosin Road- Carried. 

Dr. Dickson moved that SSOOO be expended 
on the Barnside Road. Carried. 

Mr. Duncan moved that $3000 be expended 
on a road from Potor Lind's to Saanicb plain. 
Carried. 

Mr. Cunningham moved lhat a sum of 
63000 be voted for road from Cedar District 
lo Nanaimo. lie knew it was much needed. 
The sum of S 1 500 was voted. 
Mr M'Cluro moved that the construction 
or repairing of all roads voted for by this 
Committee shall be paid, subpet lo tho same 
arrangement us that mentioned in ihe resolu- 
tion providing for tho consruotion of a main 
trunk road tu Nanaimo. 
Carriod. 

Total for roads, §45,500. Carried. 

COURT AT NANAIMO. 

Mr. Cunningham introduced his motion for 
a respectful address to His Exoellenoy ask- 
ing for a quarterly session of the Inferior 
Court at Nanaimo. 

After lorae observations from Mr. DiCos- 
mos on the attendant expenses, tho motion 
was ugreod to. 

MOTION TO REPORT. 

Mr. DeCosmos movod lhat tbe Houso re- 
port the Estimates. 

Dr. Helmcken asked first to make a roview 
of the whole proceedings of iho Committee 
on tho ostimales. He would do to calmly 
and dispassionately. In the first placo he 
thought every member anxious lor retrench- 
ment. The oniy difference ol opinion was 
iu tho manner that retrenchment should be 
carried out. Ho did not agree witli the 
scheme that had met with the sanction of 
the Committee. He thought ihe Committee 
was right in dispensing with somo of the 
clerks, but the amalgamation of offiaes 
was not well olected. He thought tbe 
Treasurer should not havo beon amalga- 
mated with tho Harborimaslor, ucd so on. 
In fact the amalguliou had taken the form ol 
making appointments und thus encroaching 
upon tho Exocutive. The Legislative Coun- 
cil was also trespassed upun, inasmuch as 
resolutions had been passed, requiring tbe 
repeal of certain acts, which of course would 
havo to meet with Ihe sanction of tho Coun- 
cil. The resolutions, however, ignored tbe 
functions of ihe Upper House, and seemed to 
point to coercing it through, lucking the 
measures on to the bill of supply. The 
whole sehuino from beginning to end looked 
too dictatorial, and was likely lo bring tho 
House into collision with the Executive and 
the Council. Ho thought the pruning knife 
had been used too rashly, in fact without 
discretion. He believed in retrenchment, 
but be thought the inhabitants of Vancouver 
Island would not sanction anything mean. 

Mr. M'Cluro thought Ihe honorable gentle- 
man mistaken iu somo of his remarks. So 
fur as the amalgamation of the offices of Har- 
bormaster and Treasurer was concerned he 
believed it was a foregone conclusion on the 
part of the Comiuiileo lo recommit it, and he 
himself was ready lo do so ; but he maintained 
tho right of the House to make BUeh amalga- 
mations. They were not appointments. The 
Committee did not Buy thut a certain individ- 
ual should fill a certain post, but that two 
olfices should be one. If the Executive or 
the Council oame into collision with the 
House, that was not thu fault ol the Assembly 
— what the members had to do was to carry 
out tho public interost no msller what might 
bo Ihe consequence— und thu House having 
asserted ila right to originate money voles 
would maintain its position. Tho history of 
England showed nume70us instances where 
both Iho Crown and Lords had lo be coerced 
by the Commons for Iho public good, nud hu 
for onu -was icudy to tuko ovory constitu- 
tional method to engraft the opinions of the 
people on tho Government of the country. 

Mr. DeCosmos said ihe honorable senior 
member for Metchosin must bo poorly read 
in constitutional history to suppose that there 
was anything novel in the action of the As- 
sembly. Why English history was full of 
instaucos where tho representatives of tho 
people rofusod to grunt supplies until tho 
Crown had agreed lo certain stipulations. 
Ties House had thu saino right as thu Com- 
mons in England. Thero was no desire to 
trench on Ihe prerogative of the Executive. 
Tho reul difficulty in the whnlo matter was 
the absence of a connecting link betwoen tho 
Houso and His Excellency. 

Dr. Dickson believed wilh the lion, junior 
member for tho city thut no appointment bud 
been mado — the offices only hud beon alluded 
to. So far aa tho power of the Houso to 
originate monoy votes was concerned, ouo of 
the first speeches of Governor Douglas lo tho 
Assombly acknowledged that right. 

It wus thou moved und carried that Ihe 
Committee report lo tho House. 

ITEMS RECOMMITTED. 

The Speaker took tho chair, and tho (ol 
lowing ilems wore rncouimitlod : — I'rivalo 
Secretary, Trousurur, Attorney General, Fe- 
male Teacher Victoria School, rent ol 
schools, ropairs of ditto, policu clothing, 
travelling expenses of ollicials, British Co- 
lumbian mails, lower for fog-bell, Indians. 

ESTIMATES RKSUMKI). 

Tho Houso then went into Commitloo on 
the recommitted estimates. 

Dr. Holmckon moved that tho salaiy for 
Privato Socretnry should bo voted. Ho eon* 
tended that an tho olerkB had been nearly all 
voted out llioro wus no possibility of gotting 
ono from any of the offices lo do tho work, 
and it oould not be oxpeotod that his Exoel- 
luucy would do it, It looked in Inct liko de- 
grading iho position of Governor. 

Mr. MoCluro iloprocaiod any such idea. 
No mombor in tho House wished to treat thu 
Governor otherwise than with rospcol ; bul 



exception in bis particular favor iu tho gen 
oral retrenchment, His Excellency hud a 
large sulnry, nnd '.io thought ho wa i public 
spirited enough to pay a clerk out of his owu 
pocket (his year at IcubI (hour, bear), 

Mr. DeCosmos believed that there was no 
idea of degrading Ihe oflico of Governor in 
refusing tho salary of the private secrelary ; 
it was merely part and parcel of the general 
system of retrenchment which tho circum- 
stances of tho colony forced upon iho House 
iho present year. 

Dr. Trimble (tho ohairman) spoke at some 
length for retaining the private secretary, ar- 
guing that the colony could not leave iho 
Governor without a single person to write his 
private correspondence- No olhcr colony had 
done such a thing. 

Mr. Deonos followed in a similar strain. 
Dr. Dickson ihought the Governor of Van- 
couver Island did not requiro a private secre- 
tary any more than the Governor ol Washing- 
ton Territory. 

The motion In vole the salary was lost. 
Ayes — Helmcken, Dennes, Carswoll. 
Noes — Dickson, DeCosmos, Cunningham, 
MeCluro 

On motion of Dr. Dickson, the Treasurer 
was reinstated with a sulary of 81700. 

The Attorney General was taken Irom the 
fixed list und placed on that of provisional 
und temporary. 

On motion of Mr. MeCluro, tho salary of 
Ihe f'emulo teacher of Victoria, school was 
raised from $720 to SI 000. 

Dr. Diokson moved that $100 lor repairs of 
schools should bo raiaod to S500. Carried. 

Mr McClure moved that tho rents of 
schools should ba voted as per estimate, 
810S0- Carried. 

Mr. M'Cluro moved lhat the Hospital item 
he increased to SSOOO. Supported by Dr. 
Dickson and carried. 

Mr, DeCosmos moved thai the item for 
police clothing be struck out, but that tho 
Executive should sell Iho clothes lo Iho 
munioipullly if required by the lutter. Cur 
ried. 

Mr. Cunningham moved lhat the travelling 
expenses of oflieials should be increased 
Irom 8250 to S500 to cover Chief Justice's 
expenses in going to Nanaimo. Curried. 

Dr. Dickson moved that the item for car- 
rying mails lo lirilish Columbia be increased 
from S.'iOO to S1000, as hu had found out 
that Ihe steamer hud now to pay iho full hur- 
bor lees. Carried. 

Mr. M'Cluro moved thai tho item for tower 
for bell be struck out. If it had been a 
buoy-boll rung by tbe action of the waves 
ho would have voted for It, 
The item was struck out. 
The item for Indians was made §500. 
The Harbormaster and Postmaster's sal- 
ary, on Iho motion ol Dr. Dickson, was 
mado SI TOO. 

This finished tho recommittals and the 
Committee reported to ihe Houso. 

The rules of the Houso having boen sus- 
pended Ibu ostimales wero then read a Ural 
and second time and finally passed, and the 
House adjourned to Monday ut 1 p.m. 

LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

Friday, J™. 20. 1S0B. 

Council met at 2:;i0 p.m. Present— The 
Hons. Colonial Secretary (presiding), Trea- 
surer, Surveyor Generul, li. Finlayson, 
Donald Eraser. 

It AREWOOD extension bill. 

This bill came up for second reading. 

Thu hou. Donald Eraser enquired what 
steps wore nocessary lor the Council lo pur- 
suo with regard lo taking evidence before a 
Select Committee ! 

Hon. Colonial Secretury said there had 
not been an instance whero it bad been done, 
as it was always considered thai a bill be- 
lore it reached the Upper House had beoi: 
thoroughly veutiluted iu Iho lower one, and 
tbe evidence taken beloro tho Committee ol 
tho House of Assembly would no doubt be 
forthcoming if required. The petition it ap- 
peared to him, was against tho law of iho 
land. 

Hon. Donald Eraser said he know nothing 
of the merits, but he would nol liko to see 
the objectors foreclosed. Tho original bill 
had expired and the parlies alleged lhat a 
wrong had been doue for which there must 
bo a remedy. He iherelore moved lhat evi- 
denoe oe taken and objections heard on both 
petitions on Monday next at 11 a.m. before 
a select committee. Ho had no doubt the 
parties would be fully preparod. 

Tho second reading and Iho resolution to 
refer wero agreed lo, and tho hons. Donald 
Eraser, Surveyor-General aud R. Finlayson 
were appointed a select committee. 

DILLS OP PAI.E ACT. 

The Council went into committee on this 
bill, tho hon. Surveyor General in the ohair, 
and reported the clauses passed with verbal 
amendments. 

POSTAL SERVICE BILL. 

Council resumed tho considerulion ol this 
bill iu committee, tho hon. Surveyor General 
io the chair. 

The boo, Colonial Secrelary repeated what 
be had bofore s-aid thai this bill was nol in- 
tended to create one cent additional expense 
to the country. In view of diroet tteum 
communication it was essentiully necessary 
to have somo sort of postal system in the 
colony, and he therefore moved the passage 
ol the first clause. 

Hon. Donald I'raser admitted Iho necessity 
of a postal system, but he again objected to 
the bill creating, as i! did, a paid office, and 
although he had tho assurance that no fresh 
office would bo created or additional expense 
incurred, ho hid received sufficient intima- 
tion that Ihe House ol Assembly would nol 
pass tho bill or any bill creating n fresh 
office. 

Hou. Treasurer begged pardon for inter- 
rupting the hon. gentleman, but ho thought 
it most undignified tu antioipale any Mich 
objection. 

Hou. D, Frnsor was in favor on economi- 
cal grounds of a short bill giving tho Cover 
nor power to enforco tho collection ot postages 
and making tbe Hon. Colonial Secretary 
the Postmaster General, which would enable 
the Exeoutivo to carry out its wishes and 
save expense, He assured the Council 
that there was a very strong feeling in Iho 
minds of the people. He oould nut pats 
through the streeis without being spoken to 
on all sides ubout the pressure of taxation 
aud the necessity lor saving the expenditure 
of tho colony, unci tbe Council rhould now 
shew a bold front and do whut Ihoy could to 
lessen Iho burden instead ol creating any 
fresh oHice or incurring any additional ex- 
penditure, As regarded the want of dignity 
in considering what iho othur House might 
do ; he looked upon the matter in a business 
point of view ; he would always sustain the 
dignity of his legislative position, but he did 
not seo the uso ol wasting u week ol his time 
which lo him was valuable, in going through 
a bill which ho had every assurance would 
be only labor thrown uway. 

Hon. Col. Secretary replied to the remarks 
of the Hon. gentleman, te-asserting what hu 
had before stated, that thero wus to bo no 
additional expense. It wus only desired lo 
have a body corporate in whom rights could 
be vested. Ho was strongly opposod to iho 
Governor being told to appoint the Colonial 
Soorotury, Treasurer, or any other officer. 
The object of Ihe bill waa simply to es- 
tablish a system and not to saddle tho coun- 
try with expense, and ho depreoalod tho idea 
or tho Oounoil shaping its course according 
to tho wishes of tho Lower House. He had 
groat interests himsoll in the country, and 
ho thought iho cry of heavy taxation and 
expenditure wus more n cuckoo cry than 
anything else. On un examination of iho 
(acts it would not be found to bu near as se- 
rious in represented. 

The Hon. R. Finlayson inndo a few re. 
marks favoring iho Hon. Mr. Eraser's view. 

Hon. Treasurer explained that it was no- 
oosssry lhat such n title as Postmaster Gen- 
eral sh'jnld be confirmed by law to curry oul 
the system and avoid confusion. The Treas- 
urer had at present to issue stumps to him- 
self and to keep the books of tho Postmast- 
er. The whole thing was anomalous, 

Hon. D. Eraser proposed, seconded by 
Hun. H, Finlsyson, that the words " without 
salary or emolument" be added to the crou- 
tion of the oflico in the first clause. 

lion. Col. Secrelary gavo his reasons for 
opposing the amendment,
